Column 3, lines 1-69, and Figs. 8-11 of US '683 are cited as being 
relevant. 

International Patent Publication No. WO 94/23606 (MATICH), published on October 27, 
1994, is cited as being a document that is pertinent to the general state of the art (i.e., a 
category "A" document) with regard to the invention recited in claim 5 of Applicant's 
aforementioned priority application. Page 6, last complete paragraph, through the end of page 
9, and the figures of WO 94/23606 are cited as being relevant.
